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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Examiner notes new limitations added to the claims and changes IfRcope with respect to other limitations 
modified by the claim amendment. Examiner notes these limitations must be "non-addressed" limitations as referred to by the applicant. 
In particular, examiner notes the new limitation of each node (including source and destination) having an ingress port and an egress port. 
Examiner also notes a subtle change in scope with respect to a data packet. In particular a data packet having a header comprising an 
egress port of the next node, a current hop count and a total number of hops of a data route (e.g., before a generic destination port was 
recited and only the intermediate node included a total hop value and only for the return route). As such, further reconsideration/searching 
would be required for these "non-addressed" limitations.. 
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
